Report to Dr. Manuel F. Artime Buesa 
Subject: Interviews with Dr. Manuel A. de Varona held by: 


Mr. Luciano Martinez *MRR* “Carlos Roca” 
Dr. Juan Sordo “Geronimo” 


on 17 October at 3:00 PM and the second interview on the 18th at 2 AM. 


1.- We violently raised the economic and military crisis that the general and revolutionary 
work inside of Cuba is experiencing. Heavy criticism was made for the lack of economic 
help and supply of arms. 


2.- He admitted all the criticism and suggested correctly solutions concerning the 
economic situation and the question of arms. 


3.- He offered $200,000.00 monthly for the work inside the island. 

The delivery would take place through Dr. Raul Villasuso. (Dr. Raul Villasuso belongs to 
Justo Carillo’s group, and he replaced Mr. Belisario Tellechea as the person in charge of 
finances in the executive of the FRD in Cuba. Not withstanding, he participated in the 
interview on the 18th together with Tony). 


_ 4. Concerning the weapons, he informed that two shipments had entered and that we 
could already count on them. He showed two letters which originated in Cuba, 
acknowledging the receipt of said shipments. The contact to obtain them would be 
“Eladio”, yet this is not definitive, (on other occasions Tony has mentioned a certain 
“Augusto” as a military liaison, who according to him has the same authority as 
“Francisco”). Tony made it clear that the weapons should not be used as instruments for 
violent attacks or for terrorist acts, but rather purely for military operations. 


5.- Tony stated that he was unaware of “Francisco’s” appointment as coordinator of the 
ERD. He said the appointment was a response to an imposition by the “friends” and that 
“Francisco” was one of Artime’s men and not a representative of the FRD. As a solution 
_ to this situation he proposed that these two men and Villasuso, on their return to Havana, 
talk with other organizations to choose a coordinator, who would travel to Miami to 
receive instructions. He suggested Lomberto Diaz. 


6.- He offered economic help for trips and lodging of family members who would like to 
leave Cuba. Mr. Sosa would resolve these problems abroad. 


7.- He referred to an organizational diagram of Havana that an official named Leon, who 
works directly with him, was working on. He also showed numerous reports of ex-military 


men, organized by counties. He claimed he counted on their support. He also asked for 
military reports, which should be sent to him. (these reports arrive via Rafael Rivas 
Vazquez with news material for the radio, of course Tony is unaware that he is the person 
who possesses the reports from Cuba).
